Mhe high court, by an unanimous 
yote, decided to admit all testimony -per- 
taining to campaign contributions made 
to the governor allhough they were not

Tis ruling paved the way. for the 
introduction of evidence intended lo 
show the governor had solicited and 
received = large contributions — from 
brewing interests, 

Whe governor asked, according to the 
testimony, that these contributions be 
given in cash Instead of checks. 

Counsel for the impeachment man- 
agers said that they were prepared to 
prove the governor received campaign 
contributions “Vastly in excess" of the 
total mentioned in the articles of im- 
peachment, j 

There were more than 100 not ao- 
counted. for, counsel asserted. 

The names of a large* number of 
these cogtribulions, other. than’ those 
of the brewing interests, were brought 
intl the evidence. ‘These included the 
names of 52. persons mentioned as 
drawers of Sulzer checks. in the ac- 
count of Louls )A. Sarecky the gover- 
nor’s secretary in the Mutual Alliance 
Trust company. This account showed, 
with checks and cash, that deposits of 
$14,400 had been made between Sep- 
tember 10, 1912, and the date of ‘tho 
governor's inauguration.

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THE 20 MILL LIMIT 
AND THE SINGLE TAX. 

Section 294 of the towns act limits the tax levy rate in Alberta town. municipalities 
to 20 mills, exclusive of debenture, school and local improvement .rates. One of the diffi- 
culties in the application of the principle of single tax in municipal affairs in the province of 
‘Alberta has been that under this clause it was found impossible in some of the towns'to raise 
sufficient reyenue from land alone at the 20 mill rate to provide the necessary f:,nds to carry 
on the current business of the municipalities. Various expedients were proposed ‘for over- 
coming what was alleged to bea difficulty brought about through the single tax legislation. 
Those opposed on principle to single tax fastened upon this as an evidence that single tax 
was unworkable, and the various municipalities conventions were importuned—with a view 
to political effect, no doubt—to go on record in favor of resolutions which were intended to 
convey the idea that the single tax was unworkable as applied to towns, and should be 
ainended out of existence, 

One of the expedients most commonly followed was to raise the assessment, which 
was achieving, in another way, the same thing as a raise in the tax rate. 

In the legislation which is to come before the house at the present session there is 
great probability that there will be an amendment to the towns act which will lift the 20 mill 
limit to the municipal tax levy, making it possible for town municipalities to tax the lands 
within their limits at whatever rate the municipal council finds necessary in ordef to raise the 
money required to carry on the business of the town. 

Such an amendment will undoubtedly finda very strenuous opposition from the con- 
servatives, whose theory of taxation is as opposite to the principle of single tax as it is pos- 
sible to arrive at. Nevertheless, the amendment is one which will appeal at once to everyone 
who has given independent thought and deliberate study to the large question of the princi- 
ples which should be applied in the raising of revenue for municipalities. 

Reduced to its simplest analysis, the question itself is by no means intricate. The 
town requires a cerlain revenue. The rate permitted in the statute must be amended so that 
the town can raise more money than is possible by taxing land within the limits at 20 mills 
on the dollar. There are two ways in.which this extra revenue can he raised; either by amend- 
ing the act so.as to permit a heavier levy on the land, or by amending the act so as to permit 
the taxation of something else besides land—such, for instance, as the buildings on the land, 
the goods on.the merchants’ shelves, or the personal property of the citizens of the town. 

If the first amendment is the one adopted the effect is to cost those who reside in the 
town and who-use land for the purpose of residing or conducting business thereon, no more 
than they would otherwise pay. On the contrary, the aggregate cost to the resident who 
uses the land he owns will be less, while the cost to the non-user will be greater, thus dis- 
couraging the holding of land out of use for purposes of speculation. eects 

Whether the citizen pays 20 mills on a lot valued at $1,000 and a building valued at 
$2,000, or whether he pays 60 mills on the lot alone, valued at $1,000, makes no miaterial 
difference so far as he is concerned. His aggregate contribution to the funds of the muni- 
cipality would under these different conditions be the same, no matter whether the taxation 
is taken upen lands or buildings. But the building is a created value, something which he 
vlaced there himself, an evidence of his enterprise contributing toward the growth of the 
community in which he lives. “ 

Alongside of him may lie alot owned by some person who is not a resident of the 
municipality, who has not built anything, who does not intend to build, and who has no in- 
tention of doing otherwise than to hold the land out of use until he can make a profit by 
relinquishing it to someone who requires it in order to become a resident of the town and 
thereby give greater value to all the land. 

Against this property holder by abolishing the 20 mill limit, the aggregate tax is raised, 
the levy which would otherwise be made against the value of the buildings now exempted be- 
ing distributed proportionately over all the land holdings in the town. : a 

The owner of a lot with a building thereon pays more on the lot, but nothing whatever 
upon the building, Y : 

The owner of a lot with no buildings thereon pays the same upon the unused lot as 
does the resident upon the lot alongside which he uses. 

The effort is that the resident who uses his land pays less; the non-resident who 
holds his land for speculation pays more. 

An amendment abolishing the 20 mill limit to the tax levy would forever settle the 
question of who pays the taxes by making it possible for the municipalities to effectively 
abolish all taxation against enterprise upon the part of citizens and make it possible to collect 
taxes in direct proportion to the advantages which owners of land enjoyed as owners, dis- 
tinct from the value they contributed as residents and users.

THE VEGREVILLE PROMISE OF 
NINE-CENT GAS, 

The report of the gas experts, Messrs. Huntley 
and Clapp, which recommends that the city engage 
In. the gas enterprize as a municipal undertaking, 
that $100,000 be devoted to exploratory work in 
the Vegreville field in spots indicated by the ex- 
perts, and which claims that the cost of bringing 
gas from the Pelican field would be not less than 24 
cents a thousand feet, will come as a solar plexus 
to those who were so insistent a few: months ago 
that the city tie itself up to a 25-vear contract with 
a private company for the delivery of gas at the 
city limits from the Pelican field at 15 cents a 
thousand feet. 

Undoubtedly Messrs. Huntley and Clapp know 
what they are talking about, their standing as ex- 
perts being a guarantee of that. 1, as they say, 
the cost of gas from the Pelican would have been 
24 cents per thousand and if the difficulties which 
they point out would make the construction of a 
pipe line from the northern field so difficult as to 
be almost impracticable, then the only conclusion 
that can be drawn from the experts’ report is that 
those behind the enterprize which sought a 25-year 
contract were either misinformed as to the possi- 
bilities of their proposition or they were regardless 
about the real merits thereof. 

Under either circumstances the effect would 
have been the same so far as the city of Edmonton 
is concerned. The experts’ report makes it plain 
that in their minds at least there was no possibility 
of the city getting 15-cent gas, no matter what the 
contract called for, because fulfilment of the con- 
tract upon those terms was impossible. 

If the report of the experts is to be accepted as 
conclusive, a vote of thanks is due to those mem- 
hers of the egy Council who refused to be stamped-

| FIRST THINGS. | 


The first meeting of the Washington 
National Monument-Society was held in the 
clty of Washington, 80 years ago today, 
when the soctety was organized as a volun- 
leer association to. work for the erection In 
the capltal of the republic of a monument, 
national !n character, to the founder and 
first president of the United States, The 
finst suggestion of such a monument was 
made as early as 1783, when thee Continen- 
tal Congress passed a resolution recom- 
Tacnding the erection of a statue of Wash- 
ington, The scheme was revived after 
Washington's death, but congress falled to 
provide for the execution of the work, and 
{{ was. not until the monument society wags 
organized tn 1833 that anything was ac- 
complished, Chief Justice John «Marshall 
was elected as first president of the 
soctety, and on his death was succeeded by 
Jatnes Madison, The  soclety collected 
$37,000 in dollar contributions, and the 
cornerstone of the monument was laid In 
1848. The Senate refused te concur in a 
2200,000 appropriation, and all work 
stopped until 1876, when Congress appro- 
priated one mitlon detiars, The monument, 
dedicated in 1885, Is one of the most mag- 
Miftcent memortals of its Kind in the world, 
and cst in all $1,500,000.

| Mayor’s Request for Figures 


Says That He Would Not Have Made Suggestions for Reduction of 
Price of Power Had He Thought the Department Would Be Unable 
to Still Maintain‘a ‘Profit—Lively Discussion Over Letter at Meet- 


ing of Commissioners. 


Commissioner Chalmers and Mayor 
Short had a long argument in commis- 
sioners meeting this morning over the 
power house. situation, It took place 
after Seéretary English had read a 
long letter from Superintendent Par- 
sons Wridlen in reply to a letter from 
the mayor addressed to the superin- 
tendent in which he asked Mi. Parsons 
to produce figures which would justify 
his recent recommendation to reduce 
the eost of power for all purposes to 
2 cents a kilowatt hour. 

Superintendent Parsons states in his 
reply that the letter addressed to him 
by the mayor ts apparently intended to 
conyey three ideas, First, thatthe pro- 
posed reductions are incompatible with 
the report 
that no furthér reductions could 
made at that time; seeond, that certain 
figures taken from the monthly reports 


reductions, and, third, that any savings 
effected in the department haye result- 
ed from the creation of a better load 
factor and that it is therefore not cor. 
rect to say that the power house has 
reduced the cost of production, 

Has Reduced Cost of Producing 

These matters are all dealt wilh in 
detail by the — superintendent — who 
quotes further ftgures to demonstrate 
that he has reduced the cost of produc- 
ing power and that the circumstances 
connected with the letter of May 22 
prove conclusively that he was quite 
right at that lime in not making any 
further reductions to the electric light 
department. = 

After giving further reasons why he 
wanted Lhe whole question of obsoles- 
cence probed, the mayor stated In the 
| meeting this morning, that he wished 
this letter from Mr. Parsons laid on 
the lable and asked the secretary to 
get for hIm, with the assistance of the 
cily treasurer, all the bylaws of monies 
raised for the power plant, {ncluding 
cost of buildings, cost of all machin- 
ery and piping, the sinking fund at cre- 
dit and) the net balance — remaining 
against each, all of which will form 
a basis for getting a proper valuation 
of the plant and machinery. 

Mayor Contradicts Letter 

The mayor in discussing the letter 
submitted by Mr, Parsons this morn- 
ing told the commissioners that certain | 
statements are untrue and that the fig- 
ures are misleading. The load factor, 
he contended, is based on the principle 
of having a load for each of the 24 
hours of the day and not for six, eight, 
ten or twelve hour periods. The man 
who sells the power, who gets oul and 
hustles is the man who reduces. the 
cost of power, said his worship.

If you will study the item- 
ized operating cost given in my month- 
ly report you will see at once that by 
ar the most Important item of ex- 
pense js that of coal, whieh --is about 
equal to all the rest put together, in- 
cluding owr heavy capital charges. As 
we have been purchasing coal all the 
year at fixed contrac! prices Lhe cost o7 
coal per k.aveh. could only be reduced 
by burning less coal per k.w.h. or, in 
other words, by effecting economies in 
operation, The average cost of coal 
per kwh, for the whole of last year 
was 1.4 cents per kav.h.

Is it also contended that 
the maintenanee of an uninterrupted 
service of light and power and the 
continuous supply of clean filtered 
water were brought about by a hy- 
pothetical improvement in the load 
facter of the power station? 

The reasons for the remarkable {m- 
provement in ‘the efficiency of the plant 
are, first, that every man on the pay- 
roll appears to take ai interest in the 
credit of the plant, and secondly, that 
the commissioners have always dc- 
cepted our recommendationns regard- 
Ig the purchase of machinery and gup- 
Plies, and the layout and equipment of 
the recennt extensions.

body because of his refusal to subscribe 
to an oath which Impled a belief in the 
existence of God, He was thrice re-elected 
by voters. of Northamplon, and, — after 
a momorable fight, was eventually seated, 
The Bradlaugh statue in Northampton re- 
presents the agitator in the atthtude which 
he most often assumed on the lecture plat- 
form, 

The ‘father of secularism,’? who lives 
In history a8 the arch-athelst of the ninec- 
teenth century, has told in his autoblo- 
graphy of his Journey from faith to unbe- 
lef—a Journey that did not stop at agnosti- 
clsm, as was the caso with Huxley, 
Spencer, Haeckel, Ingersoll and other secu- 
larists, Dut went to the full length of an 
uncompromising atheism, 

In My youth Bradlaugh was a mernber 
of the Church of England, and a Sunday 
school teacher, 
Gosjels developed a faint doubt in ls mind, 
he ventured to -write the rector of hls 
chnreh “a respectful letter, asking him for 
ald and explanation.” Bradlaugh continues 
“Al! he did was to denounce my letter to 
my parents as athelstical, although al that 
lume I should have shuddered at the verv 
notion of becoming an athelst, ant he sus- 
pended me for three months from my office

~ CITY FARM SUPT. 


a Commissioners Will Go 
ut to Farm to See How 
Crops are Coming In, 


With the opening of chicken season 
the city commissioners propose mak- 
jng another trip of inspection to ‘the 
city farm, some 10 miles up the riv- 
er. It is over a month now since any 
of the commissioners have been up 
fo see what Superintendent Lyons is 
doing, and therefore, on the sugges- 
tion of Commissioner Chalmers, they 
agreed that it would be an opportune 
time to take a drive out to the farm afé 
ter the first of ‘the month, when they 
will have opportunity ito inspect birds 
as well as farms. All the commission- 
ers agreed {o this move. 

In his monthly report the superin- 
tendent of the farm states thal every- 
thing is progressing well, ‘that the men 
have been on their good behaviour. and 
that the crop has been almost alll har- 
vested. There was mo hay on the 
farm this year, and that a suilable sup- 
ply might be on hand to feed — the 
horses and cattle throughout the win- 
ter months, the superintendent — ar- 
ranged to cut the hay on adjoining lots 
on shares, he to receive one-third of 
the crop. In this way he has 16 tons 
now stored away for winter. As hay 
is worth $15 a ton, he flgures that this 
move has saved the city $240. 

The report states that the root crops 
and garden truck are alll first-class. 
Fall ploughing {s now under way and 
improvements are being made on the 
buildings. . The new dormitory will be 
completed in October. Recently a 

enew well was sunk and a good sup- 
ply of pure water obtained. This will 
be used to wean the men sent out to 
the farm away from their beer habits. 

The report contains the information 
that since the farm was. established 
450 men have been sent out by ‘the 
police department. A’. G. McKitrick 
has secured positions for 26 of ithe men 
after leaving the farm. He has also 
been conducting Sunday. services at 
the farm in whieh the Salvation Army 
has taken a part. In this way, not 
only the.physical, but also the spirit- 
nal"welfare of the men are looked af- 
fer. The oity farm is successful in 
every sense of the word, and as month 
by month — sees ~ additional improve- 
ments, it will continue to be a haven

Inspector’s Office Had Busy Day Monday—1913 Building Record 
Promises ‘to Keep up With Pace Set During Past 
Years—$13,100 for South Side 


On Monday exactly $65,500 worth of 
building permits were taken out: in 
Greater Edmonton. That means that 
on both sides of the river considerablo 
building is anticipated this year, therc- 
fore the construction program of 1913 
will finish up as bright. and rosy as 


- any previous year. 


All the permits issued by Building 
Inspector Molvor are for the erection 
of dwellings, Not one permit calls 
for the construction of a business 
block. This is accounted for by the 
fact that in the early part of the year 


nearly all the permits were for plocks 
and stores, thus the construction dur- 
ing the spring and summer months 
have been of the heavy order. Of this 
total sum, $138,400 represents tho 
building activity on the south side of 
the river, while the remaining $52,500 
Is for construction work on the north 
side, Tho largest permit issued for 
the old portlon of the city, otherwise 
the north side, was given to §&. F.
